SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. — These  have  been  described  in  pre- 
vious annual  reports. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  local  Press  in  January,  19'37, 
are  of  interest : — 

“ There  are  nearlj'  1,300  fewer  people  out  of  work  in  Batley  and 
Bii’stall  than  at  the  end  of  the  first  month  of  1936. 

The  figure  which  the  manager  of  Batley  Employment  Exchange 
has  reported  to  headquarters  this  week  is  1,918,  compared  with 
3,206  at  the  end  of  January  a year  ago.  This  low  total  compares 
with  5,771  signing  the  registers  in  1931.  Since  that  date  unem- 
ployment in  the  district  has  fallen  annually. 

Not  all  the  1,918  persons  signing  the  registers  are  wholly  un- 
employed. A total  of  488  men,  309  women  and  12  girls,  included 
in  the  full  figure,  are  temporarily  suspended  or  working  three 
days  weekly. 

There  are  only  94  women  wholly  unemployed — a record  low 
figure  for  the  Exchange. 

The  average  age  of  the  wholly  unemployed  is  about  58  years. 

I'.inployment  in  building  is  good,  and  in  engineering  better  than 
for  some  time.  Miners  continue  to  find  jolis  in  pits  in  adjacent 
areas.  There  has  been  a little  easing  in  overtime  and  night  work 
in  the  textile  mills,  but  on  the  whole  employment  is  still  veiw 
good. 

Seasonal  slackness  is  responsible  for  some  unemployment  among 
clothing  hands.’’

(ii)  (a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. — There  has  been  no  change 
in  the  existing  arrangements.  Facilities  are  provided  at  the 
County  Council  Laboratories,  Wakefield,  for  the  examination  of 
pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens.

Sir, 

In  presentin.c;  my  repoi't  on  the  work  done  at  the  Ante  Natal 
Clinic  during-  the  past  year,  I find  that  there  has  been,  on  the 
whole,  some  impi'ovement  in  the  diet  of  the  prospective  mothers. 
They  apjoear  to  be  taking  a greater  proportion  of  vegetables  and 
dairy  i:)i'oduce,  and  less  of  the  fatty,  fried  foods,  with  their  usual 
results,  constipation,  etc.  While  this  aspect  of  the  work  is  en- 
couraging, there  is  still  another  great  danger  to  be  overcome, 
namely  that  of  working  right  up  to  the  time  of  confinement.  Not 
oidy  does  this  practice  definitely  produce  the  tired  out  mother  at 
confinement,  but  it  leads  to  even  more  definitely  unfortunate  post- 
natal conditions — particularly  in  those  mothers  who  have  been 
working  in  the  mills.  It  is  hoped  to  correct  these  conditions  at 
the  Post  Natal  Clinic. 

As  before,  the  results  attendant  upon  the  supplying  of  Adex- 
olin.  Iron,  and  Osteocalciura  tablets  have  been  extremely  satis- 
factory. These  tablets  have  proved  of  particular  benefit  to  the 
inadequately  nourished,  anaemic  mother. 

At  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  again  and  again  the  particular 
importance  of  milk  in  the  diet  of  the  pre-school  child  has  to  be 
emphasised.  Too  often  one  pint  of  milk  has  to  do  duty  for  the 
whole  family,  instead  of  each  child  having  not  less  than  one  pint 
of  milk  each  day. 

As  in  the  report  of  last  -year,  the  willingness  of  the  young 
mother  with  her  first  baby  to  come  for  advice  to  the  Centre  has 
lieen  noticed. 

I cannot  end  my  report  without  saying  how  very  much  im- 
proved working  conditions  are  in  the  new  Ante  Natal  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre.  This  building  has  supplied  a long-felt  want  ex- 
tremely satisfactorily. 

The  co-operation  between  members  of  both  staffs  and  myself 
has  been  very  pleasant.

3.  (i)  MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES  are  as  de- 

scribed previously.  ’ During  1935  an  arrangement  was  made  be- 
tween the  Corporation  and  the  Batley  Hospital  under  which  cases 
of  Puerperal  Sepsis  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia  may  be  admitted  for 
lieatment. 

The  West  Riding  Pul)lic  Health  and  Housing  Committee  is 
taking  ovei-  from  the  County  Public  Assistance  Committee  a ward 
of  ten  beds  for  the  treatment  of  maternity  cases  at  the  County 
Hospital,  Batley.  The  Child  Welfare  Committee  propose  to  make 
a charge  of  7/-  per  patient  per  day  for  cases  admitted  to  this 
ward.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  all  admissions  to  be 
made  through  the  Public  Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Wake- 
field, or  in  emergency  can  be  sent  direct  to  the  hospital  on  tele- 
phoning the  Medical  Superintendent.  To  separate  as  far  as  pos- 
sible this  ward  from  the  other  part  of  the  institution,  all  Public 
Health  cases  will  be  admitted  through  the  hospital  entrance  in 
Healds  Road. 
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It  is  statod  Pithor  normal  or  abnormal  oasos  can'  be  admitted. 
The  fee  suj'gested  is  inclusive  of  medical  attention  but  exclusive 
of  any  specialist  services  which  may  be  necessary  ; a panel  of 
I^eeds  Consultants  is  available  for  any  case  requiring  such  service. 

On  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  Dr.  Potts  communicated  with 
the  r)atley  Medical  Officer  asking  if  the  Batley  Corporation  ‘‘would 
be  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  County  Council  and  send  in 
any  }')atients  desiring  treatment  at  this  hospital  at  the  rate  of 
payment  suggested.” 

At  a meeting  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
on  the  21st  October,  1936,  it  was 

BKBOLVED  : — That  the  consideration  of  this  matter  be  adjourned 
and  that  the  House  Sub-Committee  be  I'equested  to  consider  this 
letfei-  and  repoid  their  recommendations  to  this  Committee. 

At  a meeting  of  the  House  Sub-Committee  on  the  7th  Decem- 
bei-,  1936,  it  was 

BESOLVED  : — That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  Town  Council 
established  a Maternity  Home  in  this  Borough  a number  of  years 
ago,  this  Sub-Committee  cannot  recommend  co-operation  with  the 
(^ounty  Council  in  this  matter  on  the  lines  suggested. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  on  the  6th  January,  1937, 
it  was 

BESOLVED  : — That  the  minutes  be  confirmed  with  the  exception 
of  Minute  No.  110  (e) — “Maternity  Accommodation” — which  be 
]*eferred  back  to  the  Committee  for  further  consideration. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
on  the  20th  January,  1937,  it  was 

BESOLVED  : — That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  Town  Council 
established  a Maternity  Home  in  this  Borough  a number  of  years 
ago,  this  Committee  feel  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  this  Com- 
mittee to  co-operate  on  the  lines  now  indicated. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  on  February  3rd,  1937, 
this  was  confirmed. 

During  the  year  a most  important  case  was  decided  by  the 
House  of  Lords  which  affects  all  hospital  authorities,  and  Local 
Authorities  providing  hospitals.  The  Batley  Corporation  js  affected 
through  its  Maternity  Home, 
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Tho  action  was  ]->rought  by  a Mrs.  Marshall  against  the  Lindsey 
County  Council,  in  which  the  Lower  Court  had  awarded  £*760 
damages  to  the  plaintiff.  The  House  of  Lords  dismissed  the  appeal 
of  the  Lindsey  County  Council  and  upheld  the  judgement  of  the 
Lower  Court. 

The  decision  is  final  and  cannot  be  challenged. 

The  case,  from  the  medical  aspect,  was  explained  to  the  Batley 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  The  Town  Clerk  dealt  with  it  from  the  legal  position. 
No  decision  has  yet  been  reached  by  the  Corporation  as  to  its 
course  of  action,  principally  because  this  judgement  is  still  under 
consideration  by  the  British  Medical  Association,  the  Society  of 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  the  Association  of  Municipal 
Corporations. 

Meanwhile,  and  until  the  Batley  Corporation  is  in  a position 
to  define  its  policy  and  instruct  its  officers,  the  usual  routine  is 
being  followed,  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  this  judgement 
involves  the  Corporation  and  its  officers  in  the  possibility  of  being 
placed  in  similar  circumstances  to  that  of  the  Lindsey  County 
Council. 

The  following  is  extracted  from  The  Medical  Officer  ’’  of 
September  26th,  1936  : — 

The  troubles  of  superintendents  of  maternity  homes  and 
hospitals  are  endless.  No  other  medical  institutions  require 
such  constant  supervision,  such  scrupulous  attention  to  de- 
tail, such  rapidity  of  action  and  such  sense  of  what  is  happen- 
ing, or  is  about  to  happen.  So  nobody  should  undertake  the 
onerous  responsibility  of  superintending  them  unless  he  is 
able  to  give  the  necessary  time  and  attention  and  has  epide- 
miological and  clinical  acumen  and  experience.  Even  so,  he 
must  be  fairly  thick-skinned  and  able  to  hold  his  own,  else  his 
wits  will  not  save  him  from  slips,  and  failure  usually  means 
censure,  which  is  rarely  deserved.  Fair  treatment  he  should 
have,  but  he  rarely  gets  it,  because  there  are  members  of 
the  public  and  of  the  medical  profession  who  are  opposed  to 
institutional  delivery,  especially  in  municipal  maternity  homes, 
and  who  are  ready  to  seize  upon  anything  which  can  be  alleged 
against  it.  The  Ministry  of  Health,  quite  rightly,  are  deter- 
mined that  maternity  homes,  administered  by  local  authorities, 
shall  be  above  suspicion  and  reach  as  near  perfection  as  pos- 
sible ; and,  with  rare  exceptions,  the  local  units  are  equally 
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keon.  So  it  comes  about  that  mishaps  in  maternity  homes  are 
freely  ventilated  and  more  is  known  about  them  than  any  other 
untoward:  incidents  in  the  whole  of  medical  practice.  Trivial 
occurrences  wdiich  elsewhere  would  pass  without  comment — if 
indeed  they  were  detected  at  all — are  treated  as  major  crimes, 
and  a slip,  which  in  other  circumstances  would  be  disregarded, 
may  land  the  superintendent  of  a maternity  home,  if  not  in 
jail,  at  all  events  in  the  pillory.’’ 

The  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Batley  Maternity  Home 
has  acted  as  such  since  its  establishment  fourteen  years  since. 
He  has  never  received  any  remuneration  for  his  services  as  such. 

Mr.  Western,  Secretary  of  the  Batley  Hospital,  has  kindly 
furnished  the  following  figures  as  a result  of  a casual  conversa- 
tion with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health : — 

‘‘  During  1936  there  were  29  deliveries  of  infants  amongst  30 
mothers  admitted  to  the  Batley  Hospital.  Beds  were  occupied 
])y  mothers  in  respect  of  maternity  for  733  days,  and  by  infants 
for  554  days.  The  total  cost  to  the  hospital  was  <£257  12s.  Od. 
The  i)atients  were  admitted  from  Batley,  Heckmondwike,  Liver- 
sedge,  etc.,  at  the  request  of  the  various  medical  men  who  were 
in  attendance  upon  them.” 

“ In  1935  there  were  37  l)irths  in  the  hospital  under  similar 
circumstances.” 

At  the  time  of  writing,  arrangements  under  the  Midwives  Act, 
1936,  are  under  discussion  between  the  West  Riding  County  Coun- 
cil and  the  Batley  Corporation.

A new  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  erected  by 
the  Corporation  during  1936.  It  was  opened  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  Alderman  A.  Milnes, 
in  the  presence  of  a large  company,  on  October  20th,  1936.  The 
following  is  a description  of  the  building,  prepared  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  Mr.  H.  L.  Hall : — 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  has  been  erected  at  the  junction  of  Wellington  Street 
and  Hanover  Street,  the  boundary  walls  of  which  have  been 
set  back  to  the  proposed  improvement  line  of  Wellington  Street, 
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The  building  has  been  designed  to  meet  modern  require- 
ments and  includes  a large  Waiting  Hall  with  a floor  space 
of  approximately  500  superficial  feet,  on  the  South  side  of  which 
has  been  provided  a Kitchen  and  Salesroom  with  hatchway 
accommodation. 

A spacious  Toddlers’  Room,  together  with  Weighing  Room 
and  Dressing  Boxes,  are  shown  with  direct  access  to  the  Wait- 
ing Room,  and  private  rooms  for  the  Doctor  and  Nurses  have 
been  designed  in  such  a manner  that  the  Nurses’  Room  ha's 
direct  communication  with  the  Doctor’s  Room,  Dressing  Boxes, 
and  the  Weighing  Room,  but  is  not  in  contact  with  any  other 
rooms  of  the  building. 

A covered  Shed  for  the  parking  of  perambulators  has  been 
erected  with  direct  entrance  from  Wellington  Street. 

t 

The  building  is  of  chopped  delph  with  Ashlar  dressings  and 
is  roofed  with  Elterwater  light  green  slates. 

All  floors  are  double  floors  finished  with  maple  secret  nailed 
boarding. 

The  heating  is  by  means  of  low  pressure  hot  water  system, 
and  electric  heaters  have  also  been  provided  in  the  Nurses’ 
Room,  the  Doctor’s  Room  and  the  Kitchen. 

It  is  intended  that,  for  the  present,  in  addition  to  being 
used  as  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  the  Ante-  and  Post-Natal 
Clinics,  and  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  will  be  held  periodically  in 
this  building.

(v)  ORTHOP/EDIC  TREATMENT.— Tn  January,  1937,  an  Ortho- 
])aMlic  Clinic  was  ostal)lisho(l  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  for  the  treatment  of  children  who  are  below  school 
a.Gje  and  not  on  the  school  registers. 

The  Surgical  Superintendent  of  the  Yorkshire  Children’s  Ortho- 
pncdic  Hospital,  Kii’bymoorside,  visits  periodically  and  conducts 
a clinic  in  the  new  Welfare  Centre,  previously  described. 

The  Education  Committee  is  responsible  for  all  scholars  on 
the  school  registers  who  are  seen  at  this  Clinic  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon.  Treatment  is  prescribed  and,  where  necessary,  children 
will  be  removed  to  the  Yorkshire  Children’s  Hospital  for  such 
treatment,  including  operation,  as  may  be  required. 

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER  SUPPLY. — Particulars  are  given  in  previous 

annual  reports.  The  supply  is  generally  satisfactory  in  (a)  quality, 
and  (b)  quantity,  but  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  supply  to  Soothill  Ward, 
which  was  absorbed  into  Patley  in  1909,  and  obtains  water  from 
an  outside  source,  not  from  the  Batley  reservoirs. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has,  on  several  occasions,  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Committee  the  possible  danger  to 
the  health  of  consumers  of  this  polluted  water,  and  it  is  under- 
stood the  matter  is  engaging  the  serious  attention  of  the  Batley 
Waterworks  Committee. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  above,  a letter  has  been  received  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from  the  Water  Engineer  (Mr.  H. 
P.  Joyce)  which  brings  this  subject  up  to  date.  It  is  as  follows: — 

Woodwell,  Batley, 

5th  March,  1937. 

Hear  Hr.  Pearce, 

Adverting  to  my  letter  to  you  of  the  IRth  January  last,  T 
have  to  report  that  at  a Meeting  of  the  Batley  and  Dewsbury 
Joint  Water  Committee,  held  at  Hewsbury  yesterday  morning, 
the  Committee  considered  a report  of  the  Engineers  on  the  un- 
satisfactory condition  of  the  water  being  received  in  their  area  of 
supply,  and  instructions  were  given  to  the  Engineers  to  prepare 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  providing  a chlorinating  plant  for  the 
treatment  of  the  water  received  from  the  Halifax  Corporation  at 
the  Eoxroyd  Reservoirs, 
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The  Clerk  to  the  Coiiiiiiittee  was  also  instructed  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Halifax  Corporation  in  an  effort  to  obtain  from  them 
a higher  standard  of  water  which  will  be  fit  for  domestic  consump- 
tion. 

In  the  meantime,  instructions  were  given  to  tlie  Engineers  to 
collect  samples  of  the  water  for  Bacteriological  examination  at  fre- 
quent intervals. 

This  is  the  present  position  herein,  and  I hope  to  be  able 
to  report  at  an'  early  date  that  the  water  in  question  is  up  to 
the  standard  of  purity  demanded  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Both  these  waters  are  organically  pure,  and  from  this  point 
of  view  excellent  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  The  only 
disquieting  feature  is  the  presence  of  a small  amount  of  lead  in 
No.  1.  The  p.H.  value  of  this  water  is  low,  showing  some  acidity. 
The  addition  of  lime  would  correct  this  acidity,  and  obviate  the 
danger  of  plumbo-solvency.  We  would  advise  th'e  addition  of 
1 to  2 grains  of  lime  per  gallon,  sulhcient  to  raise  the  hardness 
to  3.0,  which  is  a safcn’  figure  from  the  ])oint  of  view  of  idumbo- 
solvency.

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.— The  Borough  Surveyor 
(Mr.  H.  L.  Hall)  has  supplied  the  following  information : — 

‘‘  The  work  in  connection  with  the  Maintenance  of  the  Sewage 
M^orks  has  been  extending,  and  all  beds,  lagoons,  etc.,  have  been 
cleansed  more  often,  and  some  1,500  tons  of  sludge  have  been  re- 
moved from  the  Septic  Tank  during  the  year,  which  should  result 
in  improved  effluent.” 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.— The  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire 
Rivers  Board  is  the  authority  which  exercises  supervision  over 
the  Batley  beck.  It  is  polluted  by  dye  water,  trade  waste,  etc. 
During  heavy  rain  storms  it  occasionally  overflows  its  banks, 
causing  considerable  flooding  of  houses  and  streets.  The  latter 
has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Corporation  for  several  years 
and  is  still  under  consideration.

As  regards  the  trough  and  automatic  water  closets  referred  to 
by  the  table  above,  the  policy  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
is  to  secure  their  conversion  to  washdown  pedestal  water  closets 
on  the  grounds  that  (a)  they  are  obsolete  according  to  modern 
standards,  and  (b)  the  trough  closets  are  a source  of  unnecessary 
expense  to  the  rates  in  that  a large  proportion  of  one  Corporation 
employee’s  time  is  occupied  in  flushing  them.  This  has  been 
pointed  out  for  at  least  twenty-five  years. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.— This  Section  is  by  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  Hornby). 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse 
during  1936  were  similar  to  those  in  force  during  the  previous 
year,  subject  to  the  qualification  that  the  area  in  which  the  work 
is  performed  by  private  contract  was  extended  so  as  to  take  in 
the  whole  of  the  Borough  with  the  exception  of  a small  portion  of 
East  Ward,  comprising  445  houses  and  premises,  which  continues 
to  be  dealt  with  by  direct  labour.  The  effect  of  this  extension 
was  that  the  old  S.D.  Freighter,  which  had  become  obsolete,  was 
withdrawn  from  service,  leaving  one  horse  and  cart,  its  teamer,  and 
one  thrower-out,  as  the  only  staff  now  employed  directly  by  the 
Corporation  on  refuse  collection.  Judged  by  previous  experience 
it  may  be  confidently  anticipated  that  further  economies  will 
accrue  from  this  change. 
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The  table  showing  costs  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1936, 
of  which  a copy  is  appended  to  this  section,  shows  that  the  net 
cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was 
£‘4,513,  as  against  £3,883  for  the  previous  year,  thus  resulting  in 
an  increased  expenditure  of  £630,  of  which  £279  was  on  account 
of  collection  and  £351  for  disposal.  Taking  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  private  contracts  only 
amounted  to  £33,  the  larger  proportion  of  the  increased  cost  of 
collection,  namely  £246  was  due  to  direct  labour  which  had  become 
inefficient.  This  inefficiency  arose  mainly  from  obsolete,  slow- 
moving  vehicles  operated  under  conditions  v/hereby  the  length  of 
haul  extended  from  one  extreme  point  of  the  Borough  to  the 
other.  The  Public  Health  Committee’s  decision  to  extend  their 
system  to  private  contracts  was,  therefore,  wise,  if  only  to  elim- 
inate this  wastage.  As  regards  the  increased  cost  of  £351  for 
disposal  this  is  largely  accounted  for  by  special  works,  chiefly  in 
connection  with  drainage,  fencing,  removal  of  top-soil,  and  other 
improvements  carried  out  at  the  various  tips  belonging  to  the 
Corporation,  and  therefore  has  no  relation  to  any  increase  in  the 
cost  of  levelling  and  covering  the  refuse  itself.

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  approximately  96  per  cent, 
of  the  total  house  and  trade  refuse  yield  of  the  Borough  was  being 
collected  by  the  private  contracts  detailed  in  the  foregoing  table, 
tile  remaining  4 per  cent,  being  dealt  with  by  direct  labour.  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  costs  of  the  contracts  for  West,  Soothill, 
and  North  Wards  have  increased  in  the  aggregate  by  £l27.  4s.  per 
annum  since  1934.  Reasons  for  this  were  advanced  on  page  26  of 
the  Annual  Report  for  1935  and  would  still  appear  to  bold  good.

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen  that,  notwithstanding 
that  Batley's  estimated  yield  is  taken  at  1.1  cwts  per  1,000  popula- 
tion per  dciy  less  than  the  average  of  the  m Non-County  Boroughs 
—thus  tending  to  raise  the  estimated  tonnage  cost  to  Batley’s  pre- 
j,„licP_Bat!ey’s  tonnage  cost  worked  out  on  this  basis  is  substan- 
tially lower  than  the  average  of  the  121  Non-County  Boroughs 
eahmiated  on  the  higher  estimated  yield.  That  the  saving  repre- 
sented by  these  lower  unit  costs  is  real  is  fully  borne  out  by  the 
comparisons  on  the  bases  of  per  1,000  population,  and  per  1,000 
houses,  which  again  show  substantial  margins  in  Batley’s  favour. 
It  is  pointed  out  that  the  latter  bases  of  comparison,  not  being 
subject  to  errors  arising  from  the  miscalculation  of  weights-  of 
refuse  dealt  with,  are  very  reliable  indicators  as  to  the  genuine- 
ness or  otherwise  of  tonnage  costs  claimed  to  be  low. 


Expressed  in  round  figures  it  would  seem  that  Batley’s  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  Services  cost  £1,401  per  annum  less  than 
the  average  of  124  Non-County  Boroughs  in  England  and  AVales  as 
applied  to  a town  of  Batley’s  population.  Therefore,  having  re- 
gard to  the  hilly  nature  of  the  district,  with  many  properties  more 
or  less  scattered  and  difficult  of  access,  and  to  various  difficulties 
to  he  surmounted  in  the  operation  of  controlled  tipping  as  com- 
pared with  flat  districts,  the  costs  in  Batley  may  be  said  to  be 
very  low.  So  much  for  the  financial  side. 

As  regards  comparisons  from  the  liygienic  standpoint,  whilst 
private  contracts  have  resulted  in  neither  gain  nor  loss  in  the 
efficiency  with  which  refuse  is  transferred  from  recepUcle  to 
vehicle,  there  has  clearly  been  an  advance  in  the  regularity  with 
which  calls  are  made  at  premises,  and  the  speed  of  transport  be- 
tween loading  point  and  place  of  disposal.  The  canvas  covers 
common  to  all  the  vehicles  employed  in  refuse  collection,  both 
directly  and  indirectly,  by  the  Corporation  during  the  past  few 
Years  are  obviously  obsolete,  according  to  modern  ideas  of  hygiene, 
in  thlt  they  do  not  prevent  the  escape  of  dust  during  the  process 
of  loading.  Unfortunately  the  remedy,  it  this  is  to  be  efficient, 
would  not  apear  to  be  easy  to  accomplish,  unless,  as  a first 
measure,  the  local  authority  is  prepared  to  furnish  all  premises 
with  patent  hinged  lidded  bins,  and  adopt  vehicles  of  a special 
tvpe  such  as  those  employe.l  in  the  " Es-Em  ” system  now  oper- 
ated in  Sheffield.  This  would  involve  a comparatively  large  capital 
outlav,  and  definitely  higher  operating  costs  than  Batley  enjoys 
to-day,  owing  to  any  special  vehicles  employed  locally  having 
to  conform  to  limited  sizes  and  weipjbts  capable  of  nego  la  mg 


the  iiicoiiveiiieiitly  placed  roads  and  passages  peculiar  to  many 
of  the  properties,  and  certain  of  the  refuse  tips,  in  the  Borough. 
This  will  be  clear  when  it  is  realised  that  the  vehicles  recom- 
mended under  these  modern  systems  deal  with  from  two  to  three 
times  the  amount  of  refuse  per  load  carried  by  vehicles  of  the 
types  now  operated  by  private  contractors  in  Batley.  Still,  the 
fact  remains  that  dustless  loading  is  technically  possible,  and  is 
ready  for  adoption  so  soon  as  the  local  authority  is  of  opinion 
that  the  hygienic  advantages  to  be  gained  warrant  the  additional 
hnancial  outlay  ; l)ut,  as  already  stated,  the  latter  would  be  con- 
siderable, no  matter  whether  the  vehicles  employed  were  operated 
by  private  contract  or  direct  labour. 

Controlled  tipping  coiumuea  to  be  uae  primary  means  of  refuse 
disposal  in  the  Borough  during  1936,  the  Destructor  Works  being 
used  only  to  burn  by  natural  draught  relatively  small  quantities  of 
putrefactive  matter  unsuitable  for  tipping,  i.e.,  diseased  meat,  etc. 

The  controlled  tips  used  during  the  year  were  at  lloche  Col- 
liery, Howden  Clough,  Dewsbury  Gate  Hoad,  and  Grange  Hoad, 
llowden  Clough  Tip,  which  was  begun  in  February,  1934,  was 
extended  during  the  year  by  a further  supplementary  agreement 
v.'ith  the  Wilton  Estate,  whereby  an  added  area  of  land  for  refuse 
disposal  was  secured  for  an  increased  rent  of  from  £15  to  £30 
per  annum.  This  tip  should,  therefore,  meet  the  needs  of  North 
Ward  for  some  ycais  to  come.  Dewsbury  Gate  Hoad  Tip  was 
hlled  to  capacity  early  in  the  year  and  was  taken  over  by  the 
General  Works  Depaitment  of  the  Corporation  for  development  as  a 
l)laying  field.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  latter,  Hoche  Colliery 
Tip,  which  had  been  held  in  reserve  for  some  months,  again  came 
into  operation  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  from  East  and  West 
Wards.  As  the  owner  of  this  site  has  given  the  Corporation  notice 
of  his  intention  to  terminate  the  lease,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  tip 
will  only  be  availal)le  for  refuse  disposal  until  the  end  of  March, 
1937.  Grange  Hoad  Tip  was  filled  to  capacity  by  the  end  of  the 
year  and  arrangements  were  in  hand  to  have  it  top  soiled  as  early 
*as  possible  in  1937,  so  as  to  terminate  the  tenancy. 

Ifaviiig  regard  to  the  loss,  and  impending  loss,  of  the  sites 
aforementioned,  the  Public  Health  Committee  during  December, 
1936,  concluded  an  agreement  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Savile  Estate 
whei'eby  the  Corporation  acquired  a lease  for  twenty  years  of 
Soothill  Wood  Colliery,  which  was  closed  for  coal  production  some 


years  ago.  This  is  a site  comprising  some  seventy  acres,  with  a 
capacity  equal  to  the  refuse  disposal  needs  of  the  Borough  for  a long 
time  to  come,  and  having  thereon  an  abundance  of  covering 
material.  The  Committee  was  both  wise  and  fortunate  in  securing 
this  site,  if  only  because  it  would  appear  to  fulfil  the  main  qualifi- 
cations necessary  to  the  operation  of  efficient  controlled  tipping, 
namel^^  (a)  reasonably  satisfactory  position  and  accessibility  in 
relation  to  the  area  to  be  served,  with,  at  the  same*  time,  sufficient 
isolation  from  dwelling  houses  and  streets,  (b)  availability  of  gen- 
erous supplies  of  covering  material,  and  (c)  the  opportunity  of 
carrying  out  some  scheme  of  improvement  of  the  site  by  the  work 
to  be  carried  on.  The  only  factor  needing  very  special  care 
would  appear  to  be  precautions  against  fire  whilst  carrying  out  con- 
trolled tipping  on  a site  whereon  deposits  of  colliery  refuse  have 
had  a long  association  with  spontaneous  combustion,  but  which, 
on  the  evidence,  are  almost  burnt  out.  Fortunately,  there  are 
virgin  lands  included  in  the  lease,  which  offer  facilities  for  tipping, 
remote  from  matter  which  has  been  on  fire,  so  that  at  least  for 
some  years  to  come  the  town’s  refuse  tipped  on  this  site  may  be 
kept  isolated  from  such  colliery  refuse  as  has  been  affected  by 
fire,  and  in  the  meantime  observations  may  be  kept  on  the  latter 
so  as  to  decide  upon  any  special  precautions  necessary  for  the 
future.  In  any  event,  it  is  felt  safe  to  assume  that  as  the  colliery 
refuse  on  this  site  was  in  a state  of  acute  combustion  over  twenty 
years  ago,  and  that  no  further  refuse  has  been  added  since  the 
l)it  closed  down  some  eight  or  nine  years  ago,  such  matter  as  was 
likely  to  take  fire  has  had  every  opportunity  to  do  so,  and  that 
the  few  places  which  to-day  still  indicate  the  presence  of  com- 
bustion to  a very  minor  degree  are  merely  indices  to  the  dying  out 
of  a fire  which  probably  was  in  progress  well  over  thirty  years 
ago,  and  reached  its  maximum  intensity  over  twenty  years  ago. 
Such  were  the  views  taken  when  the  lease  was  effected,  and  it  is 
confidently  expected  that  their  accuracy  will  be  confirmed  by  ex- 
[)erience.  As  regards  the  Committee’s  ultimate  policy  in  connec- 
tion with  this  site,  this  is  not  only  to  dispose  of  refuse,  but  in 
the  course  of  time  to  restore  at  least  some  of  the  natural  beauties 
l1  must  have  possessed  prior  to  being  laid  waste  by  coal  mining. 
That  there  is  a need  for  work  of  this  kind  is  aptly  explained  in 
an  article  on  ‘‘  Tree-planting  in  our  town,”  by  Mr.  E.  K.  B. 
Boulton,  and  which  appeared  in  a recent  edition  of  The  Listener.” 
The  following  is  an  extract : — 


“ Jiiit  if  our  towny  present  a problem  in  tree-planting,  the 
reclaiming  of  our  industrial  wastelands  also  presents  another  of 
an  extremely  difficult  kind.  The  slag-heap,  in  time,  becomes 
covered  with  coarse  grass ; l)ut  many  unsuccessful  attempts 
have  be(‘n  made  to  plant  slag-lieaps.  Actually  there  is  no  need 
wliy  these  gaunt,  arid  reminders  of  our  industrial  prosperity 
and  inii)rovidence  should  continue  to  disfigure  the  face  of  the 
land.  Slag  heaps  could  be  planted  with  birch  ; and  in  place 
of  the  dead  and  dreary  mounds  and  banks,  we  could  have 
wooded  hillocks  and  miniature  ranges,  little  birch-clad  hills  and 
eminences,  purifying  the  air,  and,  in  a new,  agreeable  and 
fresh  fashion,  helping  to  diversify  the  English  scene.” 

Soothill  Wood  Colliery  is  without  doubt  an  eyesore  to  the 
town  to-day,  and  if  by  the  operation  of  a judicious  scheme  of 
controlled  tipping  of  refuse  along  with  tree  planting,  it  can  be 
improved  on  the  lines  indicated,  not  only  will  the  town’s  refuse 
have  been  disposed  of  in  a most  economical  manner,  ])ut  also  in 
a way  which  will  create  a lasting  return. 


Tlie  weights  of  refuse  stated  in  this  report,  though  estimated; 
may  ])e  accepted  as  correct,  as  they  are  based  upon  a yield  of 
14.32  cwts.  per  thousand  population  per  day,  a figure  which  was 
reached  by  the  weighing  of  over  90  per  cent,  of  all  loads  of  refuse 
collected  in  Batley  during  the  years  1930  and  1931.  As  stated  pre- 
viously, this  estimated  yield  is  taken  at  1.1  cwts.  per  1,000  popu- 
lation per  day  less  than  the  average  of  the  124  Non-County  Bor- 
oughs in  England  and  Wales  given  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  on  Public  Cleansing  Costing  Returns.

(iv)  SHOPS. 

During  the  year  21  retail  «hups  were  dealt  with  under  Section 
10,  Shops  Acts,  1934. 

The  defects  calling  for  attention  related  to  lighting,  ventilation, 
sanitary  accommodation,  maintenance  repairs  and  general  clean- 
liness. 

In  addition  to  various  requirements  asked  for  verbally,  7 written 
notices  were  served. 

The  number  of  retail  shops,  as  compared  with  the  size  and 
population  of  the  Borough,  is  below^  the  average,  due,  no  doubt, 
to  the  fact  that  the  shopping  centres  of  the  larger  neighbouring 
towns  are  readily  available  to  the  public  of  Batley. 

A very  large  majority  of  the  retail  shops  in  Batley  employ,  if 
any,  not  more  than  one  or  twm  assistants. 

tv)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

By  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  Hornby). 

The  number  of  observations  taken  was  208  as  against  190  for 
the  previous  year.  Engineers  and  firemen  were  interviewed  on 
<14  occasions  and  40  notices  forwarded  to  offending  firms.  Exten- 
sive improvements  were  carried  out  at  one  works,  where  new 
induced-draught  apparatus  was  installed  to  improve  combustion 
and  limit  smoke  emission. 

Appended  hereto  is  a detailed  list  of  smoke  observations,  in- 
dicating that,  in  the  main,  a very  large  majority  of  the  industrial 
chimneys  in  Batley  conformed  to  the  Bye-law  made  by  the  Cor- 
poration in  1928  pursuant  to  Section  2 of  the  Public  Health  (Smoke 
Abatement)  Act,  1926,  wdiich  provides  that  the  emission  of  lilack 
smoke  for  a period  exceeding  three  minutes  in  the  aggregate  with- 
in any  continuous  period  of  thirty  minutes  shall  be  presumed  to 
be  a nuisance.  This  Bye-law  is  so  well  complied  with  to-day  by 
the  average  industrial  chimney  that  the  time  is  approaching  wdien 
the  Town  Council  might  with  advantage  consider  the  advisability 
of  adopting  a two-minute  standard,  which  was  the  standard  orig- 
inally submitted  for  approval  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  but 
amended  by  him  when  confirming  the  Bye-law. 

The  main  trouble  with  industrial  chimneys  in  Batley  still  re- 
mains, but  in  lesser  degree  perhaps,  what  it  has  been  for  years, 
namely,  the  widely  fluctuating  load  of  the  comparatively  small 
steam-raising  plant  used  in  connection  with  dyeing,  etc.  J.n  these 


rasps  it  is  not  so  much  tho  firing  of  tho  boiler  which  is  at  fault 
as  failure  to  equalise  the  load,  and  where  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  latti'r  factor,  not  only  have  cleanei-  chimneys  been 
maintained,  but  an  economy  in  fuel  has  no  doubt  resulted.  Un- 
fortunately there  apjiears  to  be  no  inducement  in  the  form  of 
exti-a  pay  to  encourage'  stokc'rs  of  boiler  plants  to  take  advantage 
of  courses  of  technical  training,  otherwise  much  unnecessary  smoke 
liollution  of  the  atmosphere  might  be  prevented.  Little  progress 
IS  iiossible  in  the  latter  direction  without  the  whole-hearted  sup- 
port of  the  local  manufacturers’  organisations,  which,  it  might 
he  observed  with  regret,  appear  to  treat  the  subject  with  studied 
indifference.  Given  whole-hearted  co-operation  between  these 
organisations  and  the  West  Hiding  of  Yorkshire  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee,  whose  functions  are  purely  advisory  and 
therefore  well  constituted  from  the  manufacturers’  standpoint, 
the  good  that  has  already  been  done  might  be  vastly  improved 
upon.  For  instance,  in  Batley  certain  firms  have  engineers  who 
are  experts  in  fuel  economy,  and  take  a real  interest  in  main- 
taining clean  chimneys.  How  much  better  it  would  be  if  the  ser- 
vices of  these  gentlemen  were  available  in  an  advisory  capacit3^ 
to  manufacturers  whose  mill  chimnej^s  frequently  advertise  them- 
selves as  dirty.  Given  a little  more  interest  on  the  foregoing 
lines  many  smoke  nuisances,  if  not  entirely  obviated,  might  be 
abated  with  sufficient  promptitude  to  render  unnecessary  the  visit 
of  the  inspector,  which  the  manufacturer  often  resents  as  an  un- 
justifiable interference  with  private  enterprise.  Without  doubt,  it 
IS  not  so  much  expenditure  on  improved  apparatus  that  is  wanted 
to-day  as  an  increased  interest  by  all  concerned.  By  proper 
technical  training  and  care  on  the  part  of  the  men  at  the  boiler 
front,  better  choice  of  fuels  already  available,  and  reasonable 
equalisation  of  loads  upon  boilers,  at  one  stroke  much  of  the  in- 
dustrial smoke  pollution  which  needlessly  takes  place  might  be 
cleaned  up,  with  incalculable  benefit  to  the  health  and  efficiency 
of  our  town  populations  ; but  the  starting-point  is  co-operation, 
which  has  long  awaited  a move  from  our  local  manufacturers. 

If  the  remedy  of  the  industrial  smoke  nuisance  has  lagged  be- 
hind the  times,  equally  so  has  the  domestic  aspect  of  the  problem, 
to  control  which  there  is,  surprisingly,  no  legislation,  notwith- 
standing that,  in  the  aggregate,  domestic  smoke  constitutes  the 
greater  and  more  dangerous  source  of  pollution.  Here  again 
much  could  be  done  without  increased  cost  or  elaborate  appar- 
atus, by  better  utilisation  of  the  fuels  already  available.  Whilst 
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for  those  who  can  afford  • it,  pjas  and  electricity  for  occasional 
heating  have  added  their  quota  to  the  good,  the  domestic  smoke 
jiroblem  still  remains  that  of  the  single  living-room  fire  in  the 
working-class  house,  which  must  be  maintained  at  the  absolutely 
lowest  cost,  whether  smoky  or  not.  Here  one  cannot  fail  to  ob- 
serve that  not  a little  of  the  coal  sold  for  domestic  consumption 
in  Batley  is  so  highly  bituminous  that,  though  obtained  at  the 
lowest  first  cost,  the  absence  of  lasting  quality  renders  it  actually 
expensive,  if  measured  b^y  its  true  heating  value.  A considerable 
loss  of  the  latter  is  represented  by  soot,  tar,  and  acid  passed  up 
the  chimney  in  high  concentration  to  pollute  the  atmosphere. 

The  use  of  the  harder  house  coals,  containing  less  bituminous 
matter  and  more  uncombined  carbon,  would  give  cheaper  and 
more  lasting  heat,  and  l)e  much  cleaner  in  operation.  From  this 
point  of  view  it  might  be  said  that  the  time  is  overdue  when  the 
sale  for  domestic  consumption  of  highly  bituminous  coals  should 
be  prohibited  by  law.  After  that  there  would  doubtless  still  re- 
main much  to  be  done,  but  it  would  form  that  starting  point  on 
the  road  to  a clean  atmosphere  which  is  so  badly  needed. 

Whilst  it  is  admitted  that  the  view^s  expressed  by  the  foregoing 
remarks  may  not  find  general  acceptance,  it  is  pleaded  that  the 
need  for  cleaning  up  the  air  the  people  breathe  will,  on  its  own 
merits,  claim  the  support  of  everyone  sufficiently  interested  to 
investigate  the  facts.  These  have  been  worked  out  by  authorities 
of  the  highest  repute,  and  only  await  their  significance  being 
more  generally  realised. 

For  those  too  hard  driven  to  give  the  subject  more  than  a 
passing  thought,  it  is  only  necessary  to  inquire  in  a spirit  of 
ordinary  commonsense  as  to  the  cause  of  the  smoke-fogs  which 
arise  at  intervals  in  winter,  when  the  ordinary  cleansing  effects 
of  the  winds  are  from  time  to  time  temporarily  withdrawn,  giving 
place  to  a still,  humid  and  cold  condition  of  the  atmosphere,  which 
blankets  down  smoke  to  the  locality  wherein  it  is  created.  Need- 
lessly poisoned  by  its  own  impurity,  the  community  at  these  times 
not  only  suffers  substantial  losses  by  disorganised  transport,  but 
has  to  contend  with  a “ killer  ” whose  devastating  presence  is 
always  reflected  in  increased  sickness  and  death  arising  from  pul- 
monary complaints  aggravated  by  aerial  impurity. 

Such  being  the  facts,  whilst  there  might  be  arguments  as  to 
ways  and  means,  there  can  be  none  as  to  the  need  for  improve- 
ment, and,  least  of  all,  no  possible  e^tcuse  for  indifference,

(vi)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS.— There  were  no  samples 
of  bath  water  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. 

Further  to  the  improvements  referred  to  on  page  33  of  the 
last  Annual  Report,  the  following  additional  works  were  carried 
out  during  1936  : — 

First  and  Second  Class  Baths. 

In  both  cases  obsolete  footbaths  were  abolished  and  modern 
shower-baths  provided  in  lieu  thereof.  Similarly,  obsolete  closets 
were  abolished  and  two  new  pedestal  W.C.’s  and  a modern  urinal 
installed  at  each  bath. 

Manager’s  House. 

An  old  stone  sink  was  abolished  and  replaced  by  a properly 
fitted  white  glazed  stoneware  sink. 

As  regards  future  improvements,  it  is  understood  that  by  the 
end  of  the  year  contracts  had  been  let  for  the  installation  of  new 
slipper-baths  and  fittings. 

(vii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

It  is  ]ileasing  to  record  that  no  Corporation  house  was  found 
infested  during  1936,  notwithstanding  that,  for  this  purpose,  a 
detailed  insj^ection  was  made  of  all  the  houses  at  the  Purlwell 
House  Estate,  and  a proportion  of  those  on  other  estates  be- 
longing to  the  Corporation. 

As  regards  privately  owned  houses,  although  no  exact  figures 
are  available,  it  is  a fact  that  a high  proportion  of  the  rows  of 
small  back-to-back  and  single-back  houses  in  the  town  are  more 
or  less  infested, 
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Beyond  notices  to  carry  out  necessary  cleansing  from  time  to 
time  served  upon  the  occupiers  concerned,  no  special  work  of 
disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation  in  respect  of  pri- 
vately owned  property,  unless  the  occupiers  thereof  are  to  be 
re-housed  by  the  Corporation.  A considerable  amount  of  disin- 
festation work  in  connection  with  Corporation  houses  has  been 
effected  in  past  years,  which,  no  doubt,  is  the  reason  why  these 
houses  are  free  from  vermin  to-day. 

The  methods  employed  consist  of  thorough  treatment  with 
Messrs.  Newton  Chambers’  Zaldecide  ” applied  according  to 
a plan  which  varies  according  to  the  degree  of  infestation,  steam 
disinfection  of  bedding,  and  a process  of  ordinary  domestic  cleans- 
ing carried  out  by  the  occupiers  themselves. 

The  methods  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of 
tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  and  Individual  Unfit  Houses  are 
free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Corporation  houses  were  fully 
described  on  pages  39  to  42  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1935. 

As  regards  changes  of  tenancy,  the  houses  and  goods  of  all 
applicants  for  Corporation  houses  are  carefully  examined  for 
vermin  and  a sanitary  report  forwarded  to  the  department  which 
deals  with  the  letting.  Unless  a successful  applicant’s  house  and 
goods  are  reported  as  clean  and  free  from  vermin,  the  same  pro- 
cess of  disinfestation  as  for  families  re-housed  from  Clearance 
Areas  (see  pages  39/42  Annual  Report,  1935)  must  be  gone  through. 

All  work  of  disinfestation  in  connection  with  Corporation  houses 
is  carried  out  directly  by  the  local  authority,  and,  so  far,  has 
given  satisfaction. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  large  number  of  bug-infested  pri- 
vately-owned houses  in  the  town  presents  a very  serious  problem, 
as  in  most  industrial  districts,  but  a steady  improvement  is  taking 
place  year  by  year  as  the  more  grossly  unfit  houses  are  eliminated 
by  the  operation  of  the  Housing  Acts.

GENERAL  REPORT  UPON  HOUSING  ACTIVITIES  IN 
THE  BOROUGH. 

(By  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  Hornby.) 

The  special  efforts  directed  to  deal  with  unsatisfactory  work- 
ing-class houses  in  the  Borough,  which  policy  was  referred  to  in 
the  annual  re))orts  for  1932,  1933,  1934  and  1935,  were  continued 
during  the  yeai-  under  review.  The  procedure  followed  was  that 
laid  down  Ijy  the  Housing  Acts,  1925  to  1935,  and  falls  under  three 
main  headings,  viz.  : — 
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(a)  Clearance  Areas  under  Part  1 of  the  Housing  Act,  1930 ; 

(b)  Individual  Unfit  Houses  under  Sections  19  to  21  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1930 ; 

and  (c)  The  Overcrov^ding  Survey  under  Part  1 of  the  Housing 
Act,  1935. 

(a)  Clearance  Areas. 

The  Borough  of  Batley  (Fearnsides’  and  Heaton’s  Yards)  Clear- 
ance Area,  1935. 

The  Borough  of  Batley  (Hume  Street  No.  1)  Clearance  Area,  1935. 

Following  the  progress  made  with  these  areas  previous  to  1936, 
and  which  is  fully  de-scribed  on  pages  42  and  43  of  the  annual 
report  for  1935,  it  is  only  necessary  here  to  refer  to  the  final  stages 
carried  through  to  secure  vacation,  re-housing  and  demolition.  Of 
the  twenty-two  occupied  houses  in  the  two  areas  sixteen  of  the 
displaced  families  were  re-housed  by  the  Corporation  at  Purlwell 
Housing  Estate,  the  remaining  six  families  having  found  alterna- 
tive accommodation  for  themselves.  Demolition  of  the  houses 
was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review\ 

The  Borough  of  Batley  (Dale  Street,  King  Street  and  Cross  King 
Street)  Clearance  Area,  1936. 

This  area,  consisting  of  forty-three  houses  of  which  thirty-nine 
are  occupied,  was  made  the  subject  of  a Clearance  Order  by 
the  Town  Council  on  the  3rd  June,  1936.  Arising  out  of  the 
application  by  the  Corporation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
confirmation  of  the  Order,  the  owners  lodged  objections,  and  the 
Minister  directed  a local  public  inquiry  to  be  held.  This  took 
place  at  the  Town  Hall,  Batley,  on  the  5th  August,  1936,  when 
the  owners  put  forward  objections  on  various  legal,  technical,  and 
equitable  grounds.  In  certain  instances  plans  outlining  schemes 
of  reconditioning  were  produced  by  the  owners’  architect,  who 
gave  evidence  in  support  of  the  contention  that  the  Minister  should 
approve  the  carrying  out  of  such  schemes  as  an  alternative  to 
demolition,  but  the  Corporation’s  witnesses,  for  certain  reasons 
they  stated,  were  nob  prepared  to  agree. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  inquiry  the  Ministry’s  Inspector  visited 
every  house  in  the  area,  and  in  due  course  reported  his  finding  to 
the  Minister  of  Health.  Later,  the  Minister  confirmed  the  Clear- 
ance Order  by  an  Order  made  on  the  8th  October,  1936,  and  de- 
signated the  Batley  (Dale  Street,  King  Street,  and  Cross  King 
Street)  Housing  Confirmation  Order,  1936.

The  effect  of  the  aforementioned  Order  was  that  each  of  the 
buildings  included  therein  was  to  be  demolished  by  the  owners, 
and  for  that  purpose  each  house  was  to  be  vacated  within  six 
months  from  the  date  when  the  Order  became  operative.  The 
latter  date  being  the  28th  November,  1936,  it  is  anticipated  that 
during  1937,  all  the  houses  in  the  area  will  have  been  vacated, 
demolition  be  in  progress,  and  the  displaced  tenants,  who  have 
not  in  the  meantime  found  alternative  accommodation,  l)e  re^ 
housed  in  the  new  houses  to  be  erected  by  the  Corporation  in 
Carlinghow  Lane. 

Miscellaneous. 

During  1936  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  official  repre- 
sentations in  respect  of  four  further  clearance  areas  comprising 
3,  3,  6,  and  15  houses  respectively,  making  twenty-seven  houses  in 
all.  As  none  of  these  had  been  originally  included  in  the  Cor- 
poration’s Five-Years  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  the  latter  was 
in  the  first  place  revised  so  as  to  include  them,  and  then  again 
revised  with  the  effect  set  forth  in  the  following  minute  of  the 
PuIdHc  Health  Committee  : : — 

“ (a)  That  the  outstanding  properties  in  this  Corporation’s 
revised  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  i.e.,  25  houses  in  Flem- 
ing Street,  6 houses  in  Healey  Street,  3 houses  in  Jail  Road, 
5 houses  in  Wellington  Street,  9 houses  in  Union  Place,  3 houses 
in  Dark  Lane,  6 houses  in  Bankfoot  Place,  together  with  8 
additional  houses  in  the  Fleming  Street  area,  15  houses  in  Spa 
Street  and  Back  Spa  Street,  24  houses  in  Jacob  Street,  May- 
man  Lane  and  Woodwell  Street,  a total  of  104  houses,  be  dealt 
with  under  the  clearance  area  procedure  of  the  Housing  Acts 
during  the  present  year. 

“ (b)  That  the  total  Revised  Slum  Clearance  Programme  of 
this  Coi-poration  })e  further  enlarged  by  the  addition  thereto  of 
250  houses,  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  clearance  area  procedure 
of  the  Housing  Acts  during  the  five  years  commencing  on  the

1st  clay  of  January,  193S,  provided  that  this  enlargement  of 
rrograminc  is  conditional  upon  Government  subsidy  remaining 
available  until  completion  of  the  suggested  enlarged  Pro- 
gramme/’ 

(b)  Individual  Unfit  Houses  under  Sections  19  and  21  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1930. 

The  table  at  the  end  of  this  section  gives  details  of  245  in- 
dividual unfit  houses  dealt  -with  during  the  year. 

Deducting  the  116  houses  officially  represented  prior  to  the  year 
under  review,  but  carried  over  to  1930  for  further  action,  the  num- 
ber of  houses  in  respect  of  which  formal  action  was  initiated  during 


1936  was  129,  as  follows  : —

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  of  the  248  individual  unfit  houses, 
or  parts  thereof,  dealt  with  in  1936,  94  had  been  demolished,  or 
closed,  or  rendered  fit  by  the  end  of  the  year,  whilst  154  were 
carried  over  to  1937  for  further  action.  As  regards  the  latter 
number,  the  action  already  started,  but  awaiting  confirmation  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  was  expected  to  lead  to  a substantial  re- 
duction early  in  1937,  so  that  the  proportion  of  houses  carried 
over  is  actually  not  so  serious  as  appears  in  the  table.  But  after 
making  due  allowance  for  this  fact,  it  still  remains  true,  as  pointed 
out  in  the  last  annual  report,  that  the  proportion  of  individual 
unfit  houses  carried  over  is  too  high,  and  indicates  the  extent  to 
which  the  serious  shortage  of  suitable  working-class  houses  in 
the  Borough  is  retarding  progress. 

The  only  new  houses  which  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  about 
to  be  erected  by  the  Corporation  for  occupation  in  the  near  future 
were  52  in  Carlinghow  Lane.  Taking  into  consideration  that  39 
families  have  to  be  re-housed  from  the  Batley  (Dale  Street,  King 
Street,  and  Cross  King  Street)  Clearance  Area,  only  13  new  houses 
remain  for  families  displaced  from  individual  unfit  houses,  and  as 
the  number  of  families  actually  displaced  from  individual  unfit 
houses  during  1936  was  73,  the  progress  being  made  in  the  pro- 
vision of  re-housing  accommodation  is  obviously  unsatisfactory, 
if,  as  is  likely,  families  from  individual  unfit  houses  are  to  be  dis- 
placed to  the  same  or  greater  extent  in  the  near  future. 

More  houses  are  urgently  required  for  these  families,  too  many 
of  whom  in  the  past,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  have  been 
subjected  to  the  distressing  experience  of  being  forced  from  their 
homes  without  being  able  to  obtain,  either  from  the  local  authority 
or  the  private  landlord,  that  prompt  assistance  in  the  way  of 
alternative  accommodation  which  is  the  very  keynote  of  success- 
ful housing  reform.  Nor  is  the  tenant  alone  in  his  troubles,  for 
in  the  absence  of  readily  avaialble  alternative  accommodation,  the 
operation  of  Closing  and  Demolition  Orders  often  embarrasses 
landlords  and  magistrates  with  applications  for  possession  aimed, 
it  would  seem,  at  preserving  the  health  of  people  living  in  unfit 
houses  by  ejecting  them  into  the  street.  This,  of  course,  is  ridi- 
culous and  should  not  be,  but  can  only  be  prevented  by  the  local 
authority  themselves  providing  alternative  accommodation  when 
and  as  requii-ed  for  all  families  displaced  by  the  operation  of  the 
Housing  Acts,  A good  arrangement  would  be  for  the  Housing 
Committee  month  by  month  to  consider  the  circumstances  of  the 
families  to  be  displaced  by  Demolition  Orders,  Closing  Orders,  or 
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Undertakings,  made  or  entered  into  at  corresponding  meetings 
of.  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  arrange  to  provide  re-housing 
accommodation  according  to  the  sizes  of  those  families.  If  this 
were  done,  and  it  was  known  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  that 
alternative  accommodation  was  definitely  to  be  provided,  the  en- 
forcement of  such  orders  or  undertakings  might  be  deferred  pend- 
ing the  new  houses  being  ready  for  occupation.  By  these  means 
the  Housing  Acts  could  be  worked  smoothly  and  efficiently  to 
occupiers  as  well  as  local  authority,  and  there  would  happily  be 
an  end  to  the  distressing  occurrences  referred  to,  and  which,  be 
It  said,  are  regarded  by  the  public  as  casting  a reflection  upon 
the  organisation  of  the  local  authority  and  its  officials.  The  force 
of  these  remarks  will  not  be  lost  if  it  is  remembered  that  prac- 
tically all  the  families  displaced  from  individual  unfit  houses  qualify 
for  Government  subsidy  if  re-housed  by  the  Corporation,  namely, 
a grant  of  forty-five  shillings  annually  per  person  re-housed  for 
ai  period  of  forty  years. 

The  particulars  given  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  section 
call  for  little  comment  beyond  what  is  stated  therein.  Many  of 
the  reconditioning  schemes  produced  excellent  results,  having  re- 
gal d to  the  constructional  difficulties  encountered,  as,  for  instance, 
the  houses  indicated  under  Ref.  No.  13—12,  14,  and  16,  Quarry 
Lane,  where  upwards  of  £300  per  house  was  expended  by  the 
Owner,  and  the  houses  made  equal  to  new  property  in  every  re- 
spect. 

The  biggest  scheme  yet  attempted  in  Batley  under  the  individual 
unfit-house  procedure  of  the  Housing  Acts  appears  under  Ref. 
No.  43—2/16,  Parker  Street,  1/lT,  Woodwell  Street,  1/6,  Derby 
Terrace,  and  7 and  9,  Mayman  Lane.  This  comprises  twenty-five 
houses  of  which  it  is  expected  six  will  be  demolished,  and  the 
remainder  reconditioned  and  converted  into  through  houses  pro- 
vided with  modern  requirements. 

The  unfit  houses  specifically  referred  to  in  this  part  of  the 
rejiort  only  form  a small  proportion  of  those  actually  dealt  with,  as 
a considerable  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  District  Sanitaiy  In- 
spectors is  taken  up  in  securing  maintenance  repairs  to  consider- 
alile  numbers  of  unfit  houses,  which,  for  various  reasons,  it  is  not 
practicable  at  the  present  time  to  deal  with  by  statutory  means. 
In  an  old  towm  like  Batley  this  work  is  necessarily  very  heavy, 
and  every  year  the  informal  action  so  taken  secures  the  execution 
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of  maintenance  repairs  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  ex- 
penditure annually  by  owners  of  many  thousands  of  pounds.  This 
work  constitutes  not  the  least  useful  of  the  activities  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  and  no  report  upon  housing  would  be  com- 
plete which  did  not  take  account  of  it. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  achievements  of  the  local  authority 
111  housing  during  193G  might  be  regarded  as  only  moderate  when 
compared  with  the  size  of  the  problem  as  it  affects  Batley,  the 
fact  remains  that  the  Public  Health  Committee  as  a whole  is 
entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  many  hours  of  painstaking  effort 
contributed  by  its  members,  both  in  Committee  and  whilst  en- 
gaged viewing  numerous  unfit  properties  dealt  with.  Had  an 
adequate  number  of  new  houses  for  re-housing  displaced  families — 
which  is  the  work  of  another  Committee  of  the  Corporation — been 
forthcoming,  their  achievements  would  no  doubt  have  been  all  the 
greater. 

But  this  is  not  to  say  that  on  all  occasions  the  Housing  Act 
has  been  applied  with  the  strict  uniformity  Tightfully  due  to  it 
as  a public  health  measure  of  prime  importance. 

Unfortunately,  certain  members  of  the  Committee  apparently 
refuse  to  recognise  standards  of  fitness  indicated  by  statute,  and 
choose,  quite  wrongly,  to  base  their  estimates  of  conditions  of 
unfitness  upon  personal  opinions  ungoverned  by  proper  standards. 

In  these  circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  when 
reports  based  upon  officially  recognised  standards  of  fitness  are 
presented,  due  weight  is  not  always  given  to  serious  sanitary 
defects,  w'hich  on  occasion  are  ignored  as  though  non-existent. 

Consequently,  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that  certain  houses 
which  are  presumed  to  have  been  rendered  fit  for  human  habi- 
tation on  undertakings  given  by  the  owners,  have  not  in  fact  been 
so  rendered  fit,  having  regard  to  standards  which  can,  and  should, 
be  applied. 

Nor  does  the  damage  to  the  cause  of  proper  housing  end  there, 
for  where  an  unfit  house  is  rendered  fit  on  undertaking,  there  is 
anj  obvious  presumi)tion  that  the  house  is  fit  after  the  agreed 
works  have  ])een  done  ; hence,  if  the  latter  are  inadequate,  the 
last  condition  may  be  worse  than  the  first. 

Lest  the  foregoing  remarks  should  be  misunderstood,  it  is  here 
made  plain  that  they  are  not  actuated  by  any  desire  to  criticise 
the  Committee  as  a whole,  whose  duties  and  responsibilities  under 
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the  Housing  Act  are  no  less  onerous  and  difficult  than  the  officials’  ; 
but  it  is  pleaded  that,  where  contrary  to  the  advice  conscientiously 
tendered  by  their  officers,  inadequate  undertakings  to  recondition 
grossly  unfit  houses  are  accepted  with  complete  disregard  to 
ultimate  consequences,  the  officers  are  entitled  to  make  such  com- 
ments in  their  reports  as  will  absolve  them  from  future  respon- 
sibility for  the  adverse  results  which  are  bound  to  follow. 

In  concluding  this  section  of  the  report  it  is  once  again  re- 
peated that  much  improvement  of  unsatisfactory  housing  condi- 
tions in  the  town  is  possible  by  voluntary  efforts  of  the  owners 
themselves.  By  the  conversion  in  suitable  cases  of  back-to-back 
houses  into  through  houses,  improvement  of  light  and  ventilation, 
provision  of  adequate  and  readily  accessible  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion and  other  conveniences,  remedy  of  dampness  and  disrepair, 
paving  of  yards,  and  so  on,  quite  a considerable  amount  of  old, 
but  otherwise  substantial,  property  might  be  saved  from  the  un- 
interrupted course  which  it  seems  to  be  following  towards  slum- 
dom  ; but,  in  many  instances,  the  owners  are  difficult  to  move. 

As  an  example,  reference  need  only  be  made  to  a block  of  five 
back-to-back  houses  of  which  the  owner  has  for  twenty  years  re- 
jected recommendations  of  the  Public  Health  Department  to  carry 
out  much  needed  improvements  of  a substantial  nature.  When  last 
approached  in  1931  his  reply  was  that,  “ When  it  was  possible  for 
the  tenants  to  find  houses  elsewhere,  he  intended  making  them  into 
through  houses.”  Notwithstanding  that,  since  then  changes  of 
tenancy  have  occurred  in  respect  of  two  of  the  houses,  the  afore- 
mentioned promise  has  not  been  fulfilled.  Furthermore,  during 
the  same  year,  the  owner  was  so  successful  in  persuading  the 
Committee  that  the  existing  two  W.C.’s  for  five  houses  was  suffi- 
cient, that  the  requirement  as  to  the  provision  of  an  additional 
W.C.  was  suspended  so  long  as  one  of  the  houses  (which  at  the 
time  was,  and  still  remains,  tenanted)  “ remained  without  in- 
mates.” Here  again  no  criticism  is  directed  against  the  Commit- 
tee, which,  quite  properly,  besides  considering  the  then  existing 
insufficiency  of  sanitary  accommodation,  was  bound  to  have  regard 
to  the  owner’s  promise  to  convert  the  houses.  Such  are  difficul- 
ties contended  with  in  the  unenviable  task  of  attempting  to  move 
the  type  of  owner  illustrated,  who  apparently  utilises  every  avail- 
aide  means  to  escape  carrying  out  urgently  required  improve- 
ments, and  probably  criticises  Hie  Housing  Acts  which,  very 
largely,  owe  their  creation  to  similar  conduct  on  the  part  of  many 
others. 
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Fortunatoly,  all  ownors  arc  not  aliko,  an-d  it  is  therefore  to 
the  more  enlightened  ones  that  an  appeal  is  made  seriously  to 
i('llect  ui)on  the  ^va3’s  in  which  their  particular  properties  are 
likel}^  to  he  concerned  with  the  future  operation  of  the  Housing 
Acts,  and  act  accordingly  ; for  to  anj^one  who  studies  these  pro- 
visions, together  with  the  vaiious  Orders  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
and  has  proper  regard  to  the  housing  policies  of  successive  Gov- 
ernments, it  will  he  perfectly  plain  that  what  is  known  as  slum- 
clearance  is  not  a passing  stunt,  hut  an  instrument  of  reform 
which  has  come  to  staj^  It,  therefore,  behoves  every  owner  of 
old  propertj’  not  to  wait  until  his  houses  are  included  within  a 
Clearance  Area,  hut  in  a generous  spirit  to  seek  the  co-operation 
of  the  local  authority  with  a view  to  the  carrying  out  of  such 
schemes  of  improvement  as  will,  on  the  one  hand,  bring  his  houses 
nj')  to  a proper  standard  of  fitness,  and,  on  the  other,  save  them 
from  compulsory  demolition. 

NOTE  BY  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH.— 

The  remarks  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  are  worthy  of  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  Corporation.  It  should  not  be  pos- 
sible for  owners  to  put  forward  inadequate  proposals  and,  in  some 
instances,  these  be  accepted  notwithstanding  the  reasons  why 
such  proposals  do  not  comply  with  the  requirements  or  sugges- 
tions of  or  in  the  various  Acts,  Regulations,  Orders,  Ministry  of 
Health  Manuals,  etc.,  have  been  pointed  out  in  the  plainest  lan- 
guage bj^  the  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Several  years  ago  sub-committees  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee were  appointed  for  the  different  Wards  to  visit  all  dwell- 
ing-houses when  Represented  for  action  under  the  Housing  Acts 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  These. have  done  good  service. 
After  inspection  they  passed  a resolution  either  on  the  spot,  or 
after  returning  to  the  Town  Hall,  which  was  their  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Latterly  the  tendency  is  for  no  resolution  to  be  passed,  there 
being,  therefore,  no  resolution  of  the  sub-committee  to  present 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  by  those  who  have  visited  the 
site  and  listened  to  the  remarks  on  the  spot  by  officers  whose 
business  it  is  to  point  out  the  reasons  why  action  is  recommended. 
What  wms  formerly  a business  procedure  cannot  be  described  as 
such  where  the  new  method  is  followed, 
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A lottor  from  a nativo  of  Batley  to  tho  editor  of  the  ‘‘  Batley 
News,”  dated  February  20th,  1937,  is  reproduced  herewith.  It  is 
self  explanatory : — 

Sir, — I was  born  in  Batley  Carr,  but  left  it  60  years  ago. 
Your  Beminiscences  of  the  Old  Shopkeepers  and  Personalities 
have  interested  me  so  deeply  that  this  week  I have  been  to 
look  at  my  birthplace. 

It  is  an  experience  to  wander  through  the  streets  and 
ginnels  ” in  which  one  played  as  a boy  and  to  recall  one’s 
companions  of  those  far  distant  days,  but  it  is  saddening  to 
think  that  many  thousands  of  one’s  fellow  creatures  have  been 
reared  in  such  a congested  area,  in  dwellings  so  placed  that 
bright  sunshine  has  never  entered  them. 

Those  of  us  who  have  the  good  fortune  to  have  found  homes 
in  infinitely  better  surroundings  may  have  been  disposed  to 
think  that  the  Government’s  new  housing  policy  was  taking  a 
lot  of  money,  but  after  seeing  the  slums  of  Batley  Carr  one 
feels  that  th<^  State,  in  insisting  upon  healthier  housing  condi- 
tions for  our  working  people,  has  rendered  a great  service  to 
humanity. 

From  time  to  time  I have  noted  in  the  Medical  Officer’s 
report  of  low  death  rates  in  the  Ward  in  which  Batley  Carr  is 
situated.  Surely  this  is  a proof  that  although  so  many  people 
have  been  forced  to  live  in  congested  surroundings,  they  have 
not  been  neglectful  of  the  laws  of  hygiene.  In  other  words 
they  have  been  clean  living  folk  and  a credit  to  the  town  in 
which  they  were  born. 

I am  sure  they  will  appreciate  the  new  houses  which  have 
been  provided  for  them  and  I hope  the  local  authority  will  not 
rest  until  hundreds  more  have  been  lifted  out  of  the  dull  and 
drab  streets  in  which  they  have  been  brought  up,  in  Batley 
Carr  and  similarly  crowded  places. 

AN  OLD  BATLEY  CABBTTE.

(()  THK  OVERCROWDING  SURVEY  UNDER  PART  I OF 
THE  HOUSING  ACT,  1935. 

By  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  Hornby). 


On  i)a-g’es  57  to  66  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1935  appeared  a 
report  of  the  results  of  the  surve}'  as  ascertained  by  preliminary 
enumeration.  The  latter  procedure  mainly  consisted  of  door-to-door 
enquiries  directed  to  find  out  simply  the  numbers  of  occupants  and 
rooms  applicable  to  all  working-class  houses  in  the  town,  and 
formed  the  first  of  the  administi'ative  steps  recommended  to  local 
authorities  by  the  Ministi-y  of  Health  for  controlling  overcrowding. 

A further  step  recommended  was  the  detailed-survey,  whereby 
all  working-class  houses  were  to  be  carefully  inspected  room  by 
room ; all  rooms  being  measiu'ed  and  their  areas  worked  out, 
and  the  occupants  recorded  as  to  numbers,  ages,  sexes,  and  rela- 
tionships. From  these  records  local  authorities  were  to  arrive 
at  accurate  results  as  to  (a)  the  degree  of  overcrowding  in  their 
districts  ; and  (b)  the  numbers  and  sizes  of  new  houses  required 
to  abate  that  overcrowding  ; and  also  be  in  a position  to  issue 
certificates  as  to  permitted  numbers  for  entries  in  rent  books, 
the  latter  measure  being  compulsory  upon  landlords,  and  intended 
to  provide  against  the  appointed  day,  after  which  certain  over- 
crowding offences  become  punishable. 

This  report,  therefore,  is  specially  concerned  with  the  detailed- 
survey  which,  though  substantially  carried  out  in  1936,  was  actually 
completed  early  in  1937. 

Generally,  the  results  of  this  detailed  survey  confirm  the  opin- 
ions expressed  in  last  year’s  report  upon  the  preliminary  enum- 
eration, so  that  the  two  reports  may  be  regarded  as  mutually 
complimentary.  Where  the  figures  do  not  at  first  sight  appear 
to  agree,  the  reason  is  largely  because  the  two  reports,  pre- 
liminary and  detailed,  deal  at  different  periods  with  matters 
governed  by  circumstances  subject  to  wide  fluctuations  ; families 
are  constantly  changing  in  size  and  constitution ; people  move 
from  house  to  house  ; old  houses  disappear  through  the 
operation  of  the  Housing  Acts  and  otherwise  ; and  new  ones  come 
into  being.  Indeed,  after  allowing  for  the  fact  that  a number 
of  houses  included  in  preliminary  enumeration  have  been  excluded 
from  the  detailed-survey  on  account  of  their  being  situate  within 
Clearance  Areas  subject  to  confirmation  orders,  or  through  being 


tleall  wiLli  by  the  Town  Council  as  individual  unfit  houses  xjutsuant 
to  the  Housing  Acts,  and  that  the  total  number  of  houses  detailed- 
surveyed  was  only  ten  less  than  the  total  covered  by  preliminary 
enumeration,  the  number  of  overcrowded  houses  ascertained  by 
detailed-survey  is  actually  fifty  less  than  was  arrived  at  by  pre- 
liminary enumeration ; and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
detailed-survey  was  subject  to  a slightly  higher  standard  in  esti- 
mating overcrowding  than  the  preliminary  enumeration.  Reasons 
for  this  may  be  looked  for  in  new  houses  erected  both  by  the  Cor- 
poration and  private  enterprise,  and  to  the  fact  that,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  recent  publicity  given  to  overcrowding  legislation, 
a certain  number  of  previously  overcrowded  families  have  them- 
selves found  alternative  accommodation  adequate  to  their  needs, 
thus  no  longer  being  overcrowded. 

The  total  number  of  houses  detailed-surveyed  was  9,476,  of 
which  32  were  unoccupied,  and  719  or  7.6  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
overcrowded. 

Classified  according  to  type  3,701  or  39  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
were  through  houses,  3,335  or  35.2  per  cent,  back-to-back,  2,314  or 
24.4  per  cent,  single-back,  119  were  one-roonied  dwellings,  and 
t were  of  indefinite  type.  Whilst  the  proportion  of  obsolete  back- 
to-back  and  single-back  houses  is  obviously  too  high  to  be  satis- 
factory, it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  number  of  through  houses 
is  }ear  by  year  increasing.  Batley  is  therefore  no  longer,  a 100 
per  cent,  back-to-back  town,  and  the  erroneous  assumption  that 
a back-to-back  house  is  fairly  representative  of  the  general  standard 
of  housing  accommodation  for  the  working-classes  in  Batley  must 
give  place  to  a higher— and  constantly  rising— standard. 

Am  im])oi-tant  o))servation  made  in  the  report  upon  the  pre- 
liminary enumeration  was  as  follows:  The  results  of  the  survey 
clearly  indicate  that  such  overcrowding  as  exists  in  the  Borough 
does  not  arise  from  the  presence  of  lodgers  or  sub-tenants,  but  is 
due  solely  to  families  of  sizes  in  excess  of  the  permitted  numbers 
apiihcalde  to  the  structurally  separate  houses  they  occupy.” 

Tlie  results  of  the  detailed-survey  has  proved  Iieyond  doubt  the 
B-uth  of  this  oliservation  ; for  only  128  or  1.4  per  cent,  of  the  work- 
ing-class houses  in  the  Borough  were  found  to  contain  lotlgers, 
and  of  these  only  four  houses  were  ovei'crowded. 
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As  regards  sub-letting  of  rooms  so  as  to  form  technically  sepa- 
rate dwellings  within  structurally  independent  houses,  this  occurred 
in  only  eight  instances — five  of  them  being  in  one  particular  street 
and  none  of  these  dwellings  was  overcrowded.  Whatever  may  be 
our  difficulties  in  the  sphere  of  working-class  housing,  it  is  there- 
fore pleasing  to  record  that  Batley  is  almost  unaffected  by  a 
trouble  which  has  embarrassed  many  industrial  towns,  namely, 
the  splitting  up  of  the  old-fashioned  multiple-roomed  family  house 
into  a number  of  separately  occupied  tenements. 

The  position  in  regard  to  sex  overcrowding  without  numerical 
overcrowding  is  that  only  two  such  instances  were  recorded.  This 
must  not  be  misinterpreted  as  meaning  that  sex  overcrowding 
lb  not  serious  in  the  Borough  ; for  sex  overcrowding  must  of  neces- 
sity occur  in  a large  majority,  if  not  all,  of  the  719  numerically 
overcrowded  houses. 

The  foregoing  summary  of  the  results  of  the  detailed-survey 
liroves  that  Batley’ s overcrowding  problem  is  straight,  even  if 
a ))ig  one,  and  consists  simply  of  over  700  existing  houses  in  vary- 
ing degrees  too  small  for  the  families  which  inhabit  them. 

Calculated  according  to  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  which  were  fully  explained  on  page  63  of  the  Annual 
Report  for  1935,  the  number  of  new  houses  required  to  abate 
overcrowding  in  Batley  is  441,  of  which  259  would  have  to  be 
of  a size  capable  of  accommodating  from  3|  to  5 units,  150  houses 
from  5|  to  71  units,  31  from  8 to  10  units,  and  one  for  a family 
of  thirteen.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  were  all  these  new 
houses  immediately  available  for  occupation,  and  with  the  families 
comprising  our  local  population  properly  distributed  amongst  them 
and  existing  houses  so  as  to  abolish  overcrowding  in  the  town, 
the  number  of  surplus  two-roomed  houses  left  untenanted  would 
be  467. 

Appended  hereto  are  the  detailed  survey  reports  on  the  official 
forms  C.,  of  which  separate  forms  have  been  prepared  for  (a)  the 
Borough  as  a whole,  (b)  each  of  the  four  wards  which  comprise 
the  Borough,  and  (c)  all  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation.  The 
method  of  interpreting  the  figures  shown  in  these  forms  was  ex- 
plained on  page  61  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1935.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  figures  for  the  Borough  are  a summary  of  those  for 
the  four  wards,  and  that  the  figures  relating  to  Corporation  houses 
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are  also  included  in  the  wards  wherein  they  are  situate.  Appended 
also  are  tables  showing  (a)  the  numbers,  percentages,  and  ward 
distribution  of  working-class  houses  uncrowded  and  overcrowded, 

and  (b)  the  number  of  new  houses  required.

Note  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

As  was  the  case  concerning  the  preliminary  survey  in  I‘J35,  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  Hornby)  has  been  entirely 
resi)onsible  for  the  direction  and  completion  of  the  detailed  survey 
in  1936.  This  work  was  much  more  intricate  than  the  preliminary 
survey.  It  required  accurate  measurement  of  rooms  and  other 
particulars  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1935.  The  result  is  a document  of  considerable  value,  not 
only  for  present  use  but  also  for  comparative  purposes  in  the 
years  to  come.  I have  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  perused  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  and  others  with  much  interest. 

Any  duty  undertaken  by  Mr.  Hornby  is  certain  to  be  performed 
in  a thoroughly  business-like  and  skilful  manner,  reflecting  credit 
upon  himself.  This  instance  is  only  one  of  many. 

Unfortunately,  whilst  the  complete  survey  of  the  Borough  of 
Batley,  as  at  March  31st,  is  now  available,  it  does  not  include 
the  enlarged  Borough  which  on  April  1st,  1937,  was  extended  by 
the  addition  of  the  Urban  District  of  Birstall. 

The  detailed  survey  of  Birstall  will  now  have  to  be  undertaken 
by  the  Batley  Public  Health  Department  because  the  Birstall 
Council  did  not  carry  out  the  duties  which  devolved  upon  it  by 
Act  of  Parliament.

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting 
certain  dealers  to  apply  for  the  renewal  of  their  licenses.  There 
is  no  justifiable  reason  for  this,  as  it  is  clearly  stated  on  every 
license  that  it  expires  on  the  31st  of  December  of  the  year  to 
which  it  applies. 

As  illustrating  the  possible  dangers  to  consumers  which  may 
arise  where  there  is  risk  of  pollution  of  the  milk  supply  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  a registered  milk  purveyor  who  lives  outside 
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the  Borough  boundaries,  and  whose  cowshed  and  dairy  is  also 
outside  Batley,  had  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  amongst 
members  of  his  family  during  the  autumn. 

On  October  10th  one  of  his  children  developed  diphtheria,  and 
between  the  13th'  and  15th  of  October  his  wife  and  two  other 
children  developed  Scarlet  Fever.  Between  the  4th  and  30th  of 
December  three  more  children  developed  Scarlet  Fever. 

This  milk  purveyor  delivers  a considerable  amount  in  Batley 
and  the  possibility  of  the  infection  being  conveyed  to  his  cus- 
tomers was  always  present.  In  conjunction  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  neighbouring  area  considerable  time  was 
spent  by  the  staffs  of  both  districts  on  this  matter.  Fortunately, 
so  far  as  is  known,  no  person  in  Batley  was  infected  from  this 
particular  milk  supply. 

Becently  there  was  a sudden  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
a Yorkshire  County  Borough.  The  epidemic  involved  268  people, 
of  whom  three  died.  The  cause  was  traced  to  pollution  of  the  milk 
supply. 

In  the  recent  report  of  the  Cattle  Diseases  Committee  there 
was  a list  of  milk-borne  outbreaks  occurring  during  the  period 
1900-31  which  happened  to  be  known  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
but  many  outbreaks  though  recognised  as  due  to  contaminated 
milk  were  not  reported. 

The  list  mentioned  included  fourteen  outbreaks  of  diphtheria, 
twenty-eight  of  scarlet  fever,  thirty  of  enteric  fever,  four  of  typhoid 
fever  and  dysentery,  and  seven  of  paratyphoid  fever. 

’An  epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever  (which  affected  approximately 
500  persons  and  caused  a number  of  deaths)  in  a well-known  health 
resort  on  the  south  coast  during  the  year  was  the  cause  of  a com- 
munication to  the  Batley  Corporation.  The  following  extracts 
from  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Town  Council,  which 
were  confirmed  by  the  Council  on  March  3rd,  1937,  are  self  ex- 
planatory : — 

PASTEURISATION  OF  MILK— POOLE  CORPORATION 
BILL. 

The  Town  Clerk  submitted  and  read  a letter  dated  the  1st 

instant  from  the  Town  Clerk  of  Poole  drawing  attention  to  the 

powers  which  were  contained  in  a clause  of  the  above  Bill  for 
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tlio  purpose  of  enabling  the  Poole  Corporation  to  ensure  that 
all  RU))plies  of  milk  within  the  Borough  of  Poole  must  be  Pas- 
teurised unless  the  milk  is  produced  and  distributed  in  such 
circumstances  as  to  provide  adequate  safeguards  against  infec- 
tion. 

The  Town  Clerk  also  read  a letter  from  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  containing  his  observations  on  the  above  letter,  and 

The  Medical  Officer  reported  thereon. 

Besolved: — That  having  considered  the  letter  dated  the  1st 
February,  1937,  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  Poole  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  report  thereon,  this  Committee  approves  of 
the  principles  embodied  in  Clause  21  of  the  Poole  Corporation 
Bill  and  instructs  the  Town  Clerk  to  so  notify  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  Borough  Member  of  Parliament  and  the  Town  Clei-k 
of  Poole  accordingly.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

I beg  to  inform  you  that  on  March  17th  Mr.  J.  M.  McKellar, 
M.B.C.V.S.,  D.V.8.M.,  Assistant  Veterinary  Officer,  made  an  in- 
spection of  the  cows  on  the  registered  milk  producers’  premises  in 
your  Borough,  accompanied  by  a District  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  McKellar  visited  17  farms  and  examined  262  cows  (253  in 
milk  and  9 dry),  taking  two  samples  of  milk  and  three  of  expec- 
torate for  bacteriological  examination.  One  cow  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  and  was  duly  reported 
to  your  authority. 

With  the  exception  of  this,  and  six  cows  suffering  from  garget* 
no  case  of  scheduled  disease  was  noted,  and  the  general  health 
and  condition  of  the  cows  were  reported  to  be  good. 

Mr.  McKellar  informs  me  that  the  general  cleanliness  both  of 
the  cattle  and  premises  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

I bog  to  inform  you  that  on  August  17th  Mr.  J.  M.  McKellar, 
M.Il.C.V.S.,  D.V.S.M.,  Assistant  Veterinary  Officer,  made  an  in- 
spection of  the  cows  on  the  registered  milk  producers’  premises  in 
your  Borough,  accompanied  by  a District  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  McKellar  visited  the  17  registered  farms  and  examined 
242  cows  (233  in  milk  and  nine  dry).  He  took  two  samples  of  milk 
and  two  of  expectorate  for  bacteriological  examination,  but  none 
of  these  was  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

One  cow  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  acute  and  one  from  a 
chronic  form  of  mastitis  or  garget  and  except  for  these,  no  animal 
was  noted  to  be  suffering  from  any  form  of  scheduled  disease. 

I am  informed  that  the  general  cleanliness  both  of  the  cattle 
and  premises  was  found  to  be  very  good.

I have  again  the  pleasure  of  submitting  a report  of  my  inspec- 
tion this  month  of  the  milk  cows  housed  in  the  Borough. 

The  health  and  general  conditions  of  the  cows  satisfactory — 
although  a few  cases  of  uneven  quarters  of  the  udder  (weather, 
injured  teats,  turning  out  to  grass  the  factor).  The  cows’  udders 
are  from  a tubercular  point  of  view  satisfactory. 

Three  cases  of  indurated  udders  due  to  a mastitis,  sample  of 
milk  from  one,  sputum  from  another,  miscroscopically  proved 
negative.  Two  cases  of  deaf  quarters  not  functioning. 

^larriott  continues  with,  although  healthy,  an  undersized  beast. 

During  March  I placed  under  Tuberculosis  Order  two  cows,  on 
post  mortem  proving  advanced. 

On  my  inspection  this  month  I diagnosed  no  case  of  a Scheduled 
Disease,  nor  have  I forwarded  a sample  of  milk  to  the  Laboratory.

Two  eases  of  indurated  quarter  of  udder,  both  due  to  an  injury. 

In  June,  October  and  November,  I placed  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order,  three  cows  (two  reported  by  owners  and  one  by 
myself)  ; post  mortem  proving  in  each  case  advanced  tuberculosis, 
the  udders  not  affected. 

I have  forwarded  no  sample  of  milk  to  the  Laboratory.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(By  Mr.  H.  Hornby.) 

During  1936,  803  visits  by  day  and  2 by  night  were  made  to 
slaughterhouses  ; 134  visits  by  day  and  16  by  night  to  meat  shops ; 
and  22  visits  by  day  and  2 by  night  to  the  market. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  and  their  organs  examined  in 
local  slaughterhouses  was  8,343,  consisting  of  1,637  Beasts,  253 
Calves,  4,301  Sheep,  and  2,152  Pigs. 

As  a result  over  6 tons  of  diseased,  unsound  or  unwholesome 
meat  and  other  foods  were  condemned  and  destroyed  a^  being  unfit 
for  human  food. 

On  reference  to  the  table  showing  surrenders  of  Unsound 
Food,  Offals,  etc.,  1936,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  amount  con- 
demned is  less  by  over  three  tons  than  the  corresponding  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  This  is  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  total  condemnations  in  respect  of  beasts,  being  6 for  1936,  as 
against  11  for  the  previous  year,  and  pigs,’  being  3 for  1936,  as 
against  6 for  the  previous  year. 

Of  all  meat  condemned  in  the  beef  class,  83  per  cent,  was  for 
tuberculosis,  as  against  91  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year.  As 
regards  pigs,  81  per  cent,  of  the  total  weight  condemned  was  for 
tuberculosis,  as  against  80  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year. 
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It  will,  therefore,  be  clear  that  quite  apart  from  the  public 
health  aspect,  this  single  disease  still  continues  to  be  the  chief 
factor  governing  the  losses  which  the  trade  sustains  annually  at 
the  instance  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  No  legal  pro- 
ceedings were  taking  during  1936,  all  diseased,  unsound,  or  un- 
wholesome food  dealt  with  by  the  Department  being  condemned 
in  circumstances  which  permitted  of  it  being  voluntarily  surren- 
dered for  destruction  at  the  Corporation  Destructor  Works.

The  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year  under  review, 
but  verbal  warnings  were  from  time  to  time  given  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  chiefly  in  connection  with  minor  irregularities  relating 
to  notifications  of  slaughter,  and  the  inadequate  protection  against 
contamination  of  meat  and  other  foods  exposed  for  sale.  As 
previously  observed,  there  is  s^till  far  too  much  carelessness  in 
the  manner  in  which  the  people’s  foods  are  handled,  and  it  is 
quite  obvious  to  any  close  observer  that  what  is  really  lacking 
amongst  a large  number  of  persons  engaged  in  the  food  distribu- 
tion trades  is  the  exercise  of  a greater  measure  of  commonsense 
and  pride  in  their  important  occupations.  If  only  the  small  re- 
tailer generally  would  develop  the  same  regard  for  the  simple 
principles  of  hygiene  as  many  of  the  bigger  food  producers  there 
would  perhaps  be  little  to  complain  of.  The  practice  of  display- 
ing food  outside  shops  in  such  a way  as  to  invite  fouling  by  dogs 
is  not  only  disgusting  but  definitely  dangerous  to  the  public  health. 
Many  warnings  have  been,  and  are  being,  given  by  the  Inspectors. 
If  customers  would  refuse  to  purchase  under  such  conditions  the 
practice  would  cease.  These  remarks  apply  more  especially  to 
the  sale  of  vegetables. 

(c)  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 
lOOI)  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925. 

(This  section  is  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  Hornby.)) 

Dui-ing  the  year  103  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  under  the 
West  Hiding  County  Council’s  Scheme  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst,  who  certified  97  samples  to  be  genuine  and  6 adulterated. 
This  represents  an  adulteration  figure  of  5.8  per  cent,  as  against 
per  cent,  for  the  previous  year.  Particulars  of  any  adminis- 
trative action  taken  in  respect  of  the  samples  adulterated  are 
given  in  Table  I,  wherein  it  will  be  seen  that  legal  proceedings 
were  not  taken  in  any.  instance. 
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On  reference  to  Table  11,  which  gives  the  average  composition 
of  milk  samples,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  fat  content  was 
0.62  per  cent,  for  1936,  as  against  3.73  per  cent,  for  the  previous 
year,  and,  similarly,  the  average  solids-not-fat  content  was  9.04 
per  cent.,  against  9.01  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year.

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(d)  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 
OF  FOOD  has  not — apart  from  milk — been  required  during  1936. 
Keference  may  be  made  to  page  58  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1933 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  where  further  particulars  appear. 
If  such  work  was  required  samples  would  be  submitted  to  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  laboratory. 

(e)  NUTRITION  . — Reference  may  be  made  on  page  58  of  the 
above-mentioned  report.  The  position  is  similar  to-day. 

Dissemination  of  knowledge  is  proceeding  daily  through  the 
instruction  given  in  the  homes  of  the  people  by  the  Health  Visi- 
tors, and  at  the  Welfare  Centre  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  The  Maternity  Home  is  also  useful,  because  during 
their  residence  patients  learn  many  points  about  food  values,  the 
proper  feeding  of  their  families  and  themselves. 

On  pages  5 and  6 of  the  Annual  Report  for  1935  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  appear  tables  which  demonstrate  the  great  im- 
provement of  the  physique  of  Batley  children  during  the  last  25 
years.  This  is  satisfactory,  though  much  greater  improvement 
could  ])e  shown  if  many  parents  would  accept  and  act  upon  the 
advice  given  to  them. 

(f)  SHELL  FISH  (Molluscan). — Owing  to  its  geographical 
position  there  are  no  shell  fish  beds  or  layings  in  Batley. 

^Mussels  and  cockles  sold  in  Batley  usually  come  from  beds  off 
the  Lancashire  coast.  In  the  past  it  was  not  unusual  for  cases 
of  enteric  fever  in  the  town  to  result  from  the  consumption  of 
raw  shellfish  from  these  regions,  but  latterly  such  has  not  been  so. 

MISCELLANEOUS. — During  the  year  under  review  sanitary 
improvements  were  effected  at  3 private  slaughterhouses  ; 1 tripe 
boiler’s  premises ; 5 fried  fish  shops,  and  6 bakehouses.

III  the  Annual  Keport  for  1935,  on  page  78,  the  following  re- 
marks appear : — 

‘‘  The  Batley  Corporation  has  for  a number  of  years  re- 
quested the  Oakwell  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  furnish  informa- 
tion of  the  fact  when  it  is  found  a patient  after  admission  is 
not  suffering  from  the  disease  he  was  notified  as  infected  with 
before  admission.  The  Board  has  never  complied  with  the 
Corporation’s  requests,  notwithstanding  that  the  Batley  rate- 
payers find  most  of  the  money  to  run  the  Oakwell  Hospital. 
It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  above  table  is  not  correct,  neither 
is  the  weekly  summary  of  infectious  diseases  sent  to  the  Minis- 
try of  Health,  and  thus  Batley  for  many  years  has  appeared  in 
official  returns  as  a place  which  has  more  infectious  disease 
than  is  the  fact,  jirovided  always  that  the  experience  of  this 
hospital  is  the  same  as  all  other  infectious  diseases  hospitals 
throughout  the  world.” 

On  November  27th,  1936,  the  following  message  was  received 
at  the  Public  Health  Department  from  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  the  Oakwell  Hospital ; — 

M.  H.  has  been  discharged  from  the  hospital  as  she 
is  not  suffering  from  diphtheria.” 

This  is  encouraging,  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  Town  Coun- 
cil’s  wishes.  If  continued  it  will  mean  the  weekly  returns  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  should  no  longer  be  inaccurate. 

I have  been  informed  that  the  Board  is  considering  the  erec- 
tion of  a new  Smallpox  block  at  the  Oakwell  Hospital  at  a cost 
of  approximately  £800. 

It  may  be  said  this  is  a matter  with  which  the  Batley  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  not  concerned.  Having  regard,  however,  to 
the  fact  that  the  income  of  the  Board  is  derived,  according  to 
information  sujiplied  by  the  Borough  Treasurer,  to  the  extent  of 
61  per  cent,  (average  for  the  last  five  years)  from  the  Batley 
rates,  and  that  the  great  majority  of  jiatients  admitted  to  Oakwell 
Hospital  come  from  the  Borough  of  Batley,  what  might,  at  the 
outset,  l)e  thought  an  impertinence  may  not  appear  so  on  reflec- 
tion. 

If  this  money  could  be  siient  upon  modernising  the  existing 
wards  in  the  fever  blocks  and  bringing  the  Hospital — exclusive 
of  the  Smallpox  Hospital — structurally  up  to  date  and  in  accord- 
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ance  with  modern  practice  in  the  construction  of  infectious  hospital 
buildings  it  would  undoubtedly  be  greatly  beneficial  from  the 
public  health  standpoint. 

It  must  be  definitely  undeTstood  the  foregoing  remarks  do  not 
directly  or  indirectly  refer  to  any  individual. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  Wednesday, 
January  20th,  1937,  it  was 

Resolved: — “ That  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  instructed  to 
endeavour  to  secure  admission  to  the  Oakwell  Joint  Hospital  of 
cases  of  Erysipelas  and  Pneumonia  arising  in  this  Borough  (ex- 
cept the  Soothill  Ward)  Avhich  cannot  be  efficiently  nursed  in  their 
own  homes  and  with  the  consent  of  the  medical  practitioner  in 
attendance.^’ 

When  asked  at  the  meeting  if  he  agreed,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  replied  he  had  no  objection  to  this  minute.  Later,  on 
reflection,  it  was  apparent  to  him  there  were  a number  of  points 
which  would  cause  difiiculty  from  the  clinical  and  administrative 
standpoints.  It  is  obvious  the  Oakwell  Joint  Hospital  Board 
should  be  the  body  to  state  what  cases  they  will,  or  will  not,  admit 
to  their  hospital.  The  resolution  as  it  stands  is  unworkable. 

2.  SCARLET  FEVER.  — 144  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  against  sixty  the  previous  year.  The  type  generally  was  mild. 
Pour  deaths  occurred.  There  were  twenty-nine  return  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA. — There  was  a further  fall  in  the  number  of 
cases  notified  during  1936  as  compared  with  the  two  previous  years. 
The  disease  was  still  mostly  of  the  gravis  type.  Forty-nine  noti- 
fications were  received — in  1935  it  was  63 — and  there  were  five 
deaths.  There  were  three  return  cases. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  had  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  from  time  to  time  during 
recent  years — see  Annual  Reports — but  nothing  definite  was  under- 
taken. 

In  January,  1935,  public  opinion  became  seriously  alarmed  and 
the  Corporation  resolved  to  institute  a diphtheria  immunisation 
clinic  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  where 
any  person  resident  in  the  Borough  of  Batley  could  receive  free 
treatment. 
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From  January,  1935,  to  December,  1936,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  personally  dealt  with  2,471  attendances,  mostly  children, 
hut  in  some  instances  adults. 

Amongst  the  cases  notified  three  were  stated  to  have  been 
previously  immunised. 

1.  Male  aged  5 “ immunised  one  year  previously  in  Ossett.’^ 

2.  Female  aged  12  “ immunised  three  years  previously  in 

Dewsbury.’’ 

3.  Female  aged  7 ‘‘  immunised  two  years  previously  by  the 

family  doctor  in  Batley.” 

All  recovered.  It  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  not  possible 
to  immunise  100  per  cent.*  The  above  statements  were  made  by 
the  parents.  They  may,  or  may  not,  be  accurate. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  (including  PARATYPHOID).— No  resident 
of  Batley  was  a victim  of  this  disease — so  far  as  is  known — during 
1936. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  and  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA.— Two 

cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified.  One  patient  in  the 
Maternity  Home  aged  18  was  delivered  of  a child  on  March  6th, 
1936.  Nine  days  later  her  temperature  rose  above  100-4°  and  re- 
mained so  for  two  days,  when  it  became  normal  and  she  was 
discharged  for  home. 

The  other  patient  was  delivered  by  her  mother  and  a neigh- 
bour in  her  own  home  on  March  21st,  1936.  Next  day  she  de- 
veloped puerperal  pyrexia  and,  after  removal  to  Batley  Hospital, 
she  recovered. 

PNEUMONIA  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal). — The  re- 
gulations respecting  the  notification  of  this  disease  are  largely 
ignored  by  practitioners.  As  an  example  it  may  be  stated  that 
22  deaths  were  registered  as  being  caused  by  pneumonia — not 
necessarily  acute  primary  or  acute  influenzal  pneumonia — but  only 
15  cases  of  these  forms  of  the  disease  were  notified.  It  is  certain 
that  considerably  more  persons  attacked  by  the  disease  recovered 
than  died.  Failure  to  notify  has  been  mentioned  on  various  occa- 
sions in  previous  annual  reports.  Of  those  n-otified  5 were  re- 
moved to  Batley  Hospital. 

ERYSIPELAS  was  notified  12  times.  No  special  comment  is 
called  for.

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS.-Onc  case  was  notified, 

the  patient  ))eing  a girl  of  16.  The  onset  was  stated  to  he  October 
12th.  A notification  certificate  dated  October  17th  was  received 
on  Octolier  19th.  The  patient  had  been  removed  to  the  Oakwell 
Hospital  on  October  17th  and  died  on  October  24th.  A bacterio- 
logical examination  of  the  cerebro  spinal  fluid  was  reported  upon 
by  the  County  Bacteriologist  as  follows  : — 

“ Cultures  did  not  show  the  presence  of  organisms  giving 

the  cultural  characters  of  the  meningococcus.^^ 

ACUTE  ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS.— One  case  was  noti- 
fied, the  patient  being  a female  aged  8.  The  onset  was  stated  to 
be  August  4th,  the  notification  was  dated  August  8th,  and  the 
patient  was  admitted  to  the  County  Hospital  (Public  Assistance 
Committee)  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Health  Department, 
where  she  still  remained,  I am  informed,  at  the  year  end. 

INFLUENZA  needs  no  special  comment.  There  was  no  epi- 
demic during  1936,  but  about  the  last  week  in  December  the  dis- 
ease became  prevalent,  continuing  into  February,  1937. 

NONNOTIFIABLE  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  be- 
come known  to  the  department  principally  through  the  agency  of 
Teachers,  Health  Visitors,  School  Nurses,  School  Attendance 
Officers,  Parents,  etc.  During  1936  Head  Teachers  notified  503 
and  the  School  Attendance  Officers  97  cases. 

The  average  weekly  number  of  scholars  excluded  either  as 
patients  or  contacts  during  the  year  for  notifiable  or  non-notifiable

There  was  a mild  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  Spring.  There 
wm.re  323  cases  which  became  known  to  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment and  the  usual  action  taken. . Measles  serum  for  ])rophylaxis 
was  not  supplied.  Only  1 death  occurred. 

Anthrax  was  contracted  locally  by  a female  worker  in  a horse 
hair  factory.  She  was  removed  to  Batley  Hospital  and  recovered,

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In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  con- 
siderable amount  of  good  work  done  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  during  the  year,  which  is  entirely  in  the  interests,  and 
to  the  benefit  of,  the  inhabitants  of  Batley,  although  some  would 
not  agree  with  this  statement  for  various  reasons,  which  are  not 
difficult  to  interpret. 

The  frequent  changes  amongst  the  Health  Visiting  staff  have 
caused  dislocation  of  the  work,  which  necessarily  suffers,  and,  as 
the  Committees  are  aware,  has  been  behindhand  for  several  years. 
It  is  hoped  the  recent  establishment  of  minimum  and  maximum 
salaries  for  nurses  will  have  results  which  will  be  beneficial  to  all 
concerned,  particularly  the  mothers  and  children,  who  latterly 
have  had  no  real  opportunity  of  getting  to  know  the  nurses  be- 
cause of  frequent  resignations. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  had  unenviable  tasks  to  perforin 
They  have  done  well. 

To  Mr.  Hornby,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  I express  my 
cordial  thanks.  We  both  acknowledge  the  diligence  and  thorough- 
ness of  Miss  Lister,  Chief  Clerk,  who  has  for  several  years  been 
the  mainstay  of  the  clerical  department,  through  difficult  circum- 
stances well  known  to  the  Committees.
